Soon be Scarce in Country,

That more hogs will bo raised in
Anderson County next year than ever
before in the history "« the county
Is the statement made by <country
ge.;pla coming- to Anderson every
ire that meat is growing scarcer year
by yéar, that less. meat is now peing
produccdl than wac ever before, and
& majority of the far-sighted farmers
in the county are going to iake steps

sonally affected next yoar.

HWith regard to meat animals, our
estimates indicate, an  accumulated
shortage since the census year of np-
proximately 19.2 por nent., or 8,86«
000 head of cattle; 11.6 per cent., or
6,609,000 head of sheep; and 3.2 per
cent., or 3,214,000 head of swine. The
indicated total ahortage nf meat an-
imals since the cengus of 1910, is
therefore approXimately 18,259,000

shoep and over thres hogs for each
one hundred of the /total estimeted
population of January, 1914."

It must ba understood that fn ar-
riving at this conclusinn the depart-
ment takes into considerztipn the in-
crease in population ih four years.
Therefore the figure sdo not repre-
rent the actual, -but the relative,
shortage of meat anlmals, A tre-
mendous reduction §n actual pum-
hers is accompaniéd by an increase
of $395,487,000 in the farm value of
the raw materlal o one'of our most
Imnortant food supplies,

In such circumstances it seems as
if any, section of the country where
zrass will grow should highlv prize
it. The South especially should ap-
preciate the grass which It so labor-
lously  tries to eradicate. This part
of the enuntry iz well calculated for
the breeding cf liyestock—e mild cli-
mate, opportunity for pasturage, wat-
er,‘and o lcag growing season for
corn. More than that, every year it
wu milllons of dollars in commer-!
